GUSTAVUS F. SWIFT DEAD. 


Head of Big Packing Company Dies 
from Internal Hemorrhages—For- 
tune Estimated at from $7,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. 


CHICAGO, March 29.—Gustavus Franklin 
Swift, President of the Swift Packing Com- 
pany, died at his home, 4,848 Ellis Avenue, 
early to-day of internal hemorrhages. Mr. 
Swift was sixty-three years old. 

The hemorrhage which caused Mr. Swift's 
death resulted from an operation for an 
infection of the gall bladder, performed 
March 22. His death was entirely unexpect- 
ed both by Mr. Swift’s family and his phy- 
sicians. He had given every indication of 
recovery and all danger was considered 
past. In fact, so hopeful was every one, 
including himself, of his speedy recovery, 
that his son, Herbert L. Swift, who had 
been summoned from Boston, left Saturday 
night to return to the East. This son was 
intercepted at Harrisburg, Penn., to-day 
with a telegram announcing the death of 
his father. 

No arrangements for the funeral have yet 
been made. 

Gustavus Franklin Swift began his busi- 
ness career as a butcher and died leaving 
a fortune estimated at from $7,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. This fortune was made in the 
course of forty-five years. He was born 
at Sandwich, Mass., in June, 1839. He 
opened a small butcher shop in his native 
town, but removed to Boston when he was 
less than thirty years old. He remained in 
Boston until 1875, when he came to Chi- 
cago. In this city he engaged in the same 
business which he had left in Massachu- 
setts and developed the department of ship- 
ping live cattle to Eastern markets. 

In 1877 he evolved plans for the first re- 
frigerating car, and dressed meats, instead 
of live animals, were shipped to Eastern 
cities. He was the pioneer in this kind of 
business, and it was not long before others 
saw the advantage of his methods and 
imitated -him. 

Mr. Swift was not only the oldest packer 
at the time of his death, but he was the 
originator of the method that has made 
many large fortunes. From the small plant 
started in 1877 has developed a great cor- 
poration with rake agg in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. ag Mo., Omaha, St. Paul, 
and Fort Worth — and with distribut- 
ing offices in ever important city’ and 
town in the United Btates and with repre- 
sentatives in the leading cities in Europe, 
Asia, and Africa. Its employes numbered

COAL STRIKE COMMISSION 
COST ONLY $38,000. 


Proposed to Devote the Remainder of 
the Congressional Appropriation 
to Printing the Report.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The work of 
the Coal Commission proves to have been 
a cost which is exemplary in comparison 
with the usual expenditures of Government 
commissions. Assistant Recorder Moseley, 
who was detailed fram his position as Sec- 
retary of the Inter-State Commerte’ Com- 
mission to act as Sergeant at Arms for the 
commission, will be prepared in a few days 
to submit the final report of the expendi- 
tures. 

Only three of the seven Commissioners 
drew salaries. Gen. Wilson, Judge Gray, 
Mr. Parker, and Col. Carroll D. ‘Wright, 
having salaries as Government officials, 
crew no salaries for their services on the 
commission, E. Clark, Bishop Spaidi 
and Thomas H. Watkins were paid each 

$4,000 and the per diem of $15 each. The 

—— Commissioners and the two Assistant 
hecodders also received the per diem of 
$15. Two stenographers received $6 a cay. 

The commission was in existence five 
months to a day, and the expense for 
salaries and per diem compensation was 
$18,000. 

Payments for special trains when the 
commission made an inspection of the 
minesand breakers were made out of the per 
diem sum. Printing bills amounted to 
The stendégraphers who took the 
statements of 565 witnesses received about 
$2,000. They were rmitted to furnish 
duplicate copies of the testimony to out- 
siders for which they made special! charges, 
and from which they received over $20,000. 
On this account they were A pee to do the 
Government werk very cheaply. There 
were many smal] items of expense for mes- 
sengers, janitors, notaries, clerks of courts, 
and similar items of outgo. 

In all, the commission will cost the Gov- 
ernment $38,000. Congress negra riated 
$50,000 to defray all expense. t is pro- 
pored that what remains of the sum shall 

applied to printing the report of the com- 
mission. Congress doubtless wil] authorize 
the vublication of the testimony.

One Kills a Horse Before Keeper Shoots 
Her—The Other Retaken, Wound- 
ed—Scare at Pittsfield.

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YALE STUDENT A SUICIDE 


Herman Bowman Esher Shoots 
Himself at Hotel Manhattan. 


Grandson of Bishop Bowman and Promi- 
nent Among His Fellows at New 
Haven—He Wrote a Friend 
That He Had Tuberculosis. 


Herman Bowman Esher, twenty-five 
years old, of 234 Winchester Avenue, Chi- 
cago, a student at Yale Univer- 
sity, killed himself by shooting himself in 
the head some time yesterday in his room 
at the Hotel Manhattan. From letters 
found in the young man’s room it appeared 
that he was suffering from tuberculosis of 
a severe type. 

Esher registered at the hotel from New 
Haven on March 27. He was very quiet 
and had little to say to other guests of 
the house and was little seen about the 
hotel corridors. On Saturday evening he 
was about the hotel and is thought to have 
gone to his room early. 

Toward evening yesterday a maid who 
went to his room found the door locked. 
She knocked, but received no response. 
She notitied the hotel management, and 
Esher not having been seen since the night 
before the door wus forced, No one in the 
hotel had heard the shot fired. On a table 
was found a penciled note which said: 

Please notify my parents, E. B. Esher, 
Winchester Avenue, Chicago; also notify R. 
Fairbanks, 22 College Street, New Haven, Better 
hold letter until he comes. 

On the table also were two sealed letters, 
one addressed to Esher and the other 
to R. M. Fairbanks. The one addressed to 
l’airbanks was purely personal in tone and 
in it the writer intimated that he had not 
long to live. He had been told, he said, that 
he was afflicted with a severe type of tu- 
berculosis and that two years would be a 
long time for him to live. In the letter the 
writer said. he left New Haven because he 
Gid not think the air there was good for 
him. It weakened him, he wrote, and he 
came to New York on that account. 

There also was a letter on the letterhead 
cf the Marine National Bank of Buffalo, 
and signed “8. M. Clement, Pres.,”” ad- 
dressed to “ Bowman Esher, 203 Durfee, 
New Haven, Conn.,’’ under date of March 
23, which read as follows: 

Dear Sir: I inclose telegram just received 
from Lowell, the contents of which I have just 
wired you. I very much regret his decision. 
It may be you can bring some influence tv 
bear upon him to-morrow to change him, and 
if in hts letter, which will probably follow 
the telegram, I find anything that will be of 
use to you, I will wire you to-morrow. 


The hotel management notified the Cor- 
oner’s office and Coroner Jackson, who 
went to the hotel, took charge of the let- 
ters, and notified the dead man's father, 
and friend, Fairbanks, in New Haven. He 
said later he had received an answer from 
Fairbanks stating that he would come on 
to the city on the first train. The Coroner 
refused to make public the contents of the 
letter to Fairbanks, saying that he would 
wait until that rson arrived here, He 
added that he thought that letter prob- 
ubly would tell the ‘Beason for the suicide. 

The Coroner said that the man had killed 
himself some time between 10 o'cl yes- 
terday morning and 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
aiternoon.

NEW HAVEN, Comn., March 29.—Herman 
Bowman Esher was a member of the class 
of 1905 at Yale —— — and was one of 
the most popular men in the university. 
He was a member of The Yale Daily News 
editorial board and a prominent candidate 
for the Chairmanship of the Board Editors 
next term. He was the orator of his class. 

The news of the suicide spread through- 
out the university and cast a profound 
gioom over his classmates. Among the lIat- 
ter it is not believed that Esher was in 
financial difficulties, and the Tétter from 
S. M. Clement, President of the Marine 
National Bank of Buffalo, is explained by 
one of Esher’s friends in the following 
manner’ 

“The name Lowel) freferred to in Mr. 
C'ement’s letter is Lowell Chester Frost, 
an intimate friend and classmate of Esh- 
er’s. Mr. Clement is the uncle of Frost. 
Esher was Chairman of the campaign com- 
mittee of Delta Kappa Epsilon and it was 
his desire to have Frost become a member 
of that particular fraternity. This Frost 
for some reason refused to do and signi- 
fied his intention of accepting a-.bid’ from 
another society. Esher wired Mr. Clement 
to bring what pressure he could upon his 
nephew to change his mind, and the letter 
found in Esner’s room was undoubtedly Mr. 
Clement's reply to Esher’s appeal.’’

CHICAGO, March 29.—Herman Bowman 
Esher was the son of E. B. Esher, a law- 
yer here, and a grandson of Bishop Bow- 
man. His parents up to -a late hour 
had received no definite news of his death 
and no answer to telegrams sent to his ad- 
dress in New Haven. No reason can be 
assigned for his presence in New York, and 
his family is at a loss to understand why 
he took his life. 

He was a chum of the son of Whitelaw 
Keid, and had the latter been in New 
York young Esher would have stopped 
with him. - Esher was twenty years old. 
Itis grandfather visited him in New Haven 
two weeks ago and noticed nothing unusual 
in hie conduct. 

The father could offer no explanation of 
his son's act to-night, and was unable to 
account for the young man’s visit to New 
York. About two years ago Spe ad Esher 
fell from a six-story window of Yale 
dormitory, fracturing a leg and sustaining 
other injuries. but narrow! esca 
death. His injuries and the illness w 
followed caused him to lose some a at 
Yale. He had worrted somewhat over his 
studies, his father says, but his parents do 
not attribute his suicide to this fact. When 
the young man came to Chicago for the 
Christmas holidays he remained several 
weeks, and when he returned to Yale his 
parents thought his health was much im- 
proved. 

The young man, Mr. Esher says, had been 
amply supplied with means. 

R. M. Fairbanks. for whom the suicide 
left a letter. is the son of Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana. Mr. Esher says, and was 
his son’s most intimate friend at Yale.

It is quite justifiable to gain time for 
the collection of assets due in the near 
future or to allow of liquidation being 
carried out quickly without forced sell- 
ing, but the frequency with which these 
temporary transfers of indebtedness have 
been made for some time past indicates 
that the position in the United States is 
still unsound, * * * | 

“It is only natural that those affected 
should try to prove that the reduction of 
loans and discounts is unnecessary by 
constantly harping on the irrelevant fact 
that industry is prosperous or by asscrt- 
ing that the money scarcity is all due to 
the locking up of gold in the Treasury or 


the banking arrangements of the United | 


States. Of course the United States is 
prosperous. If it were not, the complete 
liquidation of unsound commitments 
would already have come in a violent 
form, and the whole situation would be 
healthy. 

“It may become healthy even yet with- 
out a violent collapse, only provided the 
banks and financiers succeed in rigidly 
repressing all further incautious specu- 
lation.” 


MACEDONIAN RISING NEAR. 


Preparations for an Outbreak Being 
Rapidly Made—Situation in Mon- 
astir Growing More Seri- 
ous Daily.

LONDON, March 30.—Affairs in the 
Vilayet of Monastir, says The Times's

The correspondent says the “ internal 
organization” exercises a supreme in- 
fluence over the Bulgarian population cof 
the Vilayet, and preparations for a ris- 
ing are being rapidly pushed forward. 
A large number of peasants have been 
armed with rifles. Some of the leaders

The correspondent declares that the 
representations of the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment are ineffective, as the Russian 
communiqué and the Bulgarian advice 
are considered superfluous, while the 
people have abandoned hope for their 
liberation by Russia from the Turkish 
ycke. 

Even the committees in Bulgaria, ac<is 
the correspondent, have little influence 
with the Macedonian peasants, who trust 
to their own leaders, and do not care for 
the political designs of Bulgaria, Servia, 
or Greece. Their motto is ‘“ Mace4onia 
for the Macedonians,” and their aim the 
atolition of Turkish rule and the sub- 
stitution of autonomy.

FERRYBOAT IN FLAMES 


Policeman Barely Escapes from 
the Burning Bound Brook. 





River Front of Two Cities Lined with 
Crowds While Tugs Fight Fire in 
Midstream — Deckhand of the 
Burned Vessel Not Ac- 
counted For. 


The double-decker ferryboat Bound Brook 
of the Jersey Central Line, plying between 
Johnson Avenue, Jersey City, and. Liberty 
Street, this city, took fire in her Jersey 
City slip yesterday afternoon, and all save 
—* hull and machinery was destroyed by 

ames, which attracted thousands to the 
river front in both cities. When the boa: 
was floated out of her slip at 2:40 o’clock 
volumes of smoke were issuing from her 
stack and cabin windows, flames were 
shooting from many crevices and wrapping 
themselves about her sides, and a lone 
policeman, John Downes of the Gregory 
Street Station, Jersey City, was imprisoned 
on board. 

When the ferryboat was docked just north 
of her slip at 4 o’clock she was a charred 
hulk, every foot of timber over the metal 
hull having. been burned. Smoke issued 
from her for hours after, as. well as a 
small cloud ef steam from the whistle. She 
was then low in the water, with many 
thousand .gallons of water in her hoid 
poured into the boat by the fireboat New 
Yorker ‘and many tugs, which assisted in 
bringing the flames under control. 

The Bound Brook was n % running yes- 
terday, it being her regular*’Sunday “ off.’’ 
She is commanded by Capts. Griffin and 
Dregin. A member of the crew named 
Vollmer was the only person on board when 
the fire was discovered. He is known to 
have rushed from near the ladies’ cabin on 
the upper deck, where the flames first ap- 
peared, and toward the stern just as the 
boat was cut soose from her roofed slip. 
Further than that nothing was learned in 
regard to him up to a late hour last night. 
That he did not escape from the burning 
craft does not seem probable. 

Policeman Downes was standing in the 
Jersey Central Railroad Station on post 


| when he discovered smoke issuing from 


the rear end of the ferryhouse. He shout- 
ed “ Fire!” and rushed to the alarm box 
at the side of the station. But when the 
Jersey City firemen arrived there was noth- 
ing for them to do other than extinguish 
flames which had attacked the front end 
of the ferryhouse. 

The policeman vaulted the gates of the 
ferry, and then it was that he met Voll- 
mer. The next instant the latter had dis- 
appeared. Downes shouted to a man in the 
ferryhouse to cut loose the Bound Broo. 
This was done, and in a few moments the 
Jersey Central tugboat Red Ash, com- 
manded by Capt. John Cox, steamed toward 
the slip and caused a line te be thrown 
to the policeman. . 

The Fanwood, another Jersey Central 
ferry boat that lay in the slip immediately 
to the nurth, was being scorched, and sev- 
era] piles of lumber adjacent were also in 
danger. Had the Red Ash delayed five 
minutes the lumber would have: been de- 
stroyed, the Fanwood would certainly have 
been ignited, and the liability.of adjoining 
property, including one ehd of the station, 
going up in flames, increased dangerously.

DARTMOUTH STUDENTS 
DROWN WHILE CANOEING. 


Attempted to Ascend the Rapids in the 
Connecticut. Just Below the 
Norwich Station. 


HANOVER, N. H., Mar¢éh 29.—Robert M. 
Baker of Worcester, Mass., and John B. 
Kenerson of Roxbury, Mass., both fresh- 
men in Dartmouth College, were drowned 
to-day in the Connecticut River while ca- 
noeing. 

They had shot the rapids in the narrows 
a mile south of the Norwich Station, pad- 
dling tandem, and were returning with the 
intention of ascending the river. 

The undertaking was foolhardy, because 
the river here is very treacherous, the 
whole volume of water being confined in a 
channel about one-third the width of the 
river opposite the station. The usual swift- 
ness of the river was increased by reason 
of the Spring freshets. 

On a cliff a party of students had wit- 
nessed the canoeists go down river, losing 
sight of them as the canoe was sent in- 
shore, where the river broadens out. The 
students on shore were surprised to see 
Baker and Kenerson returning, getting the 
first inkling of- this intention as the canoe 
shot out toward the channel. Here it met 
turbulent waters and conflicting currents, 
and over it went. Keénerson went down im- 
mediately, and Baker did not struggle for 
more than thirty seconds. 

A message was sent to the college, which 
was received just before vesper services. 
President Tucker, -with Dean Emerson, 
hastened to the scene, after requesting 
Acting President Lord to read Scriptures 
and offer prayer.

CRITICISE ADMIRAL DEWEY. 


German-Americans of Pennsylvania 
Condemn His Utterances Regard- 
ing the German Navy. 


PITTSBURG, March 29.—Delegates of the 
Western branch of the German-American 
Alliance of Pennsylvania to-day passed the 
following resolution,. which was called forth 
by remarks attributed to Admiral Dewey 
concerning the German Navy: 

“The recent disparaging and uncalled- 
for remarks of Admiral Dewey about the 
German Navy were, if the press has quoted 


him correctly, unworthy of a naval officer 
of his rank. Coupled as his undiplomatic 
statement was with a eulogy of Great Brit- 
ain’s friendship for America, it would seem 
that the Admiral’s discourtesy to Germany 
was prompted rather by social prejudices 
than by true patriotism. 

“A ccmposite people like our own is bound 
by comgeniai and cultured ties to Germany 
no less than to England. To needlessly 
offend a people to whom we are closely 
related, and to whom we owe so much, 
must arouse the disapproval of every fair- 
minded American. As true Americans we 
should endeavor to understand and appre- 
ciate the various factors that have con- 
tributed to our civilization. It is a menace 
to our land to have our National issues de- 

nd upor men whose visions are clouded 

y Facials prejudices. In military and naval 
affairs, the judgment of such a man can- 
not be relied upon ause he is ipso facto 
unable to ascertain our own weakness and 
the real strength of a foreign nation."

ITHACA, N. es March 29.—An official 
statement of the typhoid er situation in 
Ithaca was made public. to-day by Dr. G. 
A. Boper.of the State Board of Health in 
the form of an open letter to Thomas IK. 
Kneal, President of the New York State 
Teachers’ Association. This letter is in fe- 
ply to one from the officials of the associa- 
tion sent to thé city and university offi- 
clals, asking whether it would be safe 10 
hold the regular meeting in Ithaca. The 
letter follows: — 

“My Dear. Sir:; You have requested me 
to advise you of the conditions prevailing 
in Ithaca with respect to typhoid fever, 
the prospect of good water, and the ad- 
visability, from a sanitary point of view, 
of holding the. annual meeting of your as- 


t sociation in this city frem July.1 to 3. I 
| am informed. that, the meeting will bring { 


perhaps 1,000 school teachers to Ithaca, 
and I appreciate that the responsibility for 
their safety would be great. At the same 
time it is clear that it would be very de- 
sirable for your associafion to hold its con- 
vention in Ithaca if it could do so without 
danger. 

“A careful consideration of the matter 
leads me te express“the opinion that your 


proper that the principal reasons for hold- 
ing this opinion should be- given to you. In 
the last four weeks marked improvements 
are observed in the typhoid situation, The 
course of the epidemic seems to have been

a certificate is issued and a permit granted 
which will.enable householders who desire 
to take lodgers or boardérs to do so. 


OFFICIAL INSPECTION OF HOUSES. 


“It fs propcsed that from time to time 
inspections shall be made and instructions 
given, if necessary, concerning measures 
which Should be followed in order to keep 
all dwellings in a high state of sanitary ex- 
ecellence. In the event of failure to observe 


these instructions the certificate of the 
health authorities will be withdrawn. The 
instructions relate to cleaning and order 
end refer to precautionf to be taken to se- 
cure safe drinking water, to avoid eontam- 
imation of food by dust and flies, to obtain 
proper ventilation, and to insure the correct 
care 8 wm bedrooms, water closets, and other 
apar 

Oethe h health of the mmunity, as indi- 
cated by the prompt : accurate returns 
now being made by physicians, is such as 
to warrant the confidence that typhoid 
fever in the epidemic form is paagsed. It is 
to be expected that a few more cases will 
occur, as it would be: ur:reasonable to aup- 
pose that the last spark of the conf 
tion has been extinguished. If the food. 
milk, and water supply are kept free from 
infection from the surrounding country and 
infectious matter in the town ‘is destroyed,

PHILIPPINE CIVIL SERVICE.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—A new regu- 
lation has been established in regard to 
persons who may be appointed to official 
positions in the Philippines which will re- 
sult in saving some money to the island 
Treasury.

CUBAN TREATY RATIFICATION.

CONNECTICUT MYSTERY SOLVED. 


Body of William Hall, Whe Disappeared 
Last November, Found. 


SOUTHINGTON, Conn., March 29.—The 
mystery in connection with the disappear- 
ance of Willia Hall last Nov. 13 was 
cleared up to-day when a party of boys 
found Hall's body in a swamp in the north- 
ern part of the town. Near the body was a 


gun and the pelt of a fox. 

Medical Examiner Steadman, who viewed 
the body decided that death was acciden- 
tal. is of the opinion that Hall shot 
the fox, but did not succeed in killing it, 
and rather than injure the pelt, started to 
club the animal to death, and in doing so 
accidentaliy discharged the gun. A bullet 
wound was. found in the young man’s 
breast. . 

The disappearance of Hall was the cause 
of considerable excitement last November. 
It was known that he went hunting, and 
after a few days, when he failed to put in 
an appearance, bloodhounds were secured 
and an attempt was made to locate the 
missing youth in that manner, but with- 
out avail. Eventually the town became so 
worked up over the’ matter that when a 
posse Was unsuccessful, the employes in 
the factory where Hall had worked ceased 
their labors — tong to search for him. 
The spot where the body was found is a 
favorite one for huntsmen, and doubtless 
every searching party passed within a few 
feet of the dead man.

Attempt to Induce Prince Victor to Re- 
nounce His Claims in Favor of His 
Brother, the Russian General. 


Foreign Correspondence NEW YORK TIMES. 

BRUSSELS, March 17.—The machinations 
of the Bonapartist leaders, now assembled 
in Brussels to confer. .with Prince. Victor 
Napoleon, have been made the subject of 
considerable comment during the past 
week. The object of the conference is to 
induce Prince Victor formally to renounce 
his claims as a pretender in favor of his 
brother, Ger. Prince Louis Napoleon. An 
attempt of the same kind ‘was recently 
planned, but without success, and now re- 
newed pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the Prince, who has been called upon 
to sacrifice his personal interests for the 
good of the imperial party. 

This new campaign in favor of: Prince 
Louis Napoleon is the last card in the 
hands of the imperialists. The campaign 
has been carefully planned in Brussels dur- 
ing the past few months, and from a prac- 
tical point of view has been extremely well 
engineered. The leaders of the projected 
coup d’état are very clever men, veterans, 
many of them, of Boulangism, and well 
versed in such matters. They have, more- 
over, a large campaign fund at their dis- 
posal, to which the Princess Mathilde and 
the ex-Empress Eugénie have, among oth- 
ers, contributed generously. 

The advantages of Prince Louis over his 
brother as a pretender are obvious. The 
Prince is a General and in the service of 


the Czar, France’s friend and ally. But, 
besides, Prince Louis is ——— known 
in Paris and is much liked by all those who 
have come in contact with him. For some 
unaccountable reason, perhaps owing to 
his position as a General in the Russian 
Army, the French law which excludes from 
the territory of the republic pretenders to 
the throne and their direct heirs has not 
plied to Prince Louis, who has so- 
nena | in Paris three or fcur times in the 
st two years. Consequently Prince Louis 
s known by his countrymen at home, an 
aaventane denied his brother,.exiled from 
France for the st fifteen Taste. 

Besides the financial assistance Prince 
Louis has received from the ex-Empress 
Eugénie and Princess Mathilde, he is 
backed by several leading French bankers, 
two or three of whom conferred with the 
Prince during his recent —* here. Ac- 
cording to the tactics adopted by the Bona- 
partist political and financial leaders, no 
open mention of Prince Louis as a candi- 
date for the French throne has been made 
in the press, but, om the other hand, much 
money has been expended to awaken en- 
thusiasm for the Napoleonic ‘“ legend. 
Historical works, magazine and newspaper 
articles have been widely published, and 
popular Napoleonic dramas put on the 
stage with this end in view.

URUGUAY.—The election of José Batele 
Ordones to the Presidency of Uruguay on 
March 1 has been followed by a demonstra- 
tion in which the adherents of the official 
candidate, Senator Marco Eachen, have 
combined with the supporters of Dr. Ger- 
man Rosen, who is the principal mover in 
the Nationalist campaign. Dr. Rosen, just 
before the election, was forced to resign 
from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs; his 
resignation was accepted without the tsual 
thanks for his services, and from that mo- 
ment he became an enemy of the Govern- 
ment. The most recent mail advices from 
Montevideo are that the Nationalist lead- 
ers, with many followers, have withdrawn 
to Buenos Aires and are there preparing a 
revolutionary movement. The Government 
of Uruguay, it is added, has adopted se- 
rious measures and troops have been or- 
dered to be prepared to march to the fron- 
tier at a moment’s “notice. In the mean- 
time, the Government of President Ordones 
is attempting to have the Argentine Gov- 
ernment exercise a watch over the revolu- 
tionists.

in this country. The So-called American 
system, namely, the qualifying medal play 
round, followed by the match play rounds 
of those who get within the first sixteen 


verge of being abandoned, so far aa the 
amateur championship is concerned.

On this subject a short time ago Travis 
said: *‘ With a hundred and more .entries in 
our amateur championship, it would be ab- 
surd to begin at match play: The draw- 
ings would be sure to result in many in- 
equalities, and the keen interest in the 
match would be lacking. At medal play 
the poorer class is eliminated, and the 
thirty-two who do qualify have the merit 
of being pretty nearly on a level, so that 
when matcn-play rounds begin there are 
interesting and close contests from the 
start. As long as every American golfer 
feels that he has the right to go in if he 
wants to, the’ best plan ig surely in the 
weeding-out process that comes with the

“In claiming that he was expelled with- 
xut a hearing Mr. Titus should recall the 
fact that I told him on the night before the 
meeting of the 23d of November that the 
meeting would be somewhat late in assem- 
bling. He thereupon déclared positively 
that he would quit the clubhouse ifthe 
meeting should not be called promptly, al- 
though he did not allege any engagément 
elsewhere. Later on, in a friendly spirit, I 
advised him to apply for a reopening of his 
ease and assured him-that he would be 
heard. He declined so to do and instead 
gave out an interview to the press about a 
ten-thousand-dollar suit.

SAFEGUARDING THE FUTURE. 
There is no doubt that the chief object 
of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
refunding $100,000,000 of the threes and 


fours into 2 per cents is to afford the | 


National banks the means of increasing 
their circulation as increased currency 
is needed. There is every reason to 
infer that a considerable, possibly a 
great, increase will be required in the 
Fall. There is an actual shortage at 
the present time and certainly the pres- 
sure in the Autumn will be more severe. 
So far as can be determined by any in- 
telligent tests the difficulty now is not 
in the restriction of credit, but in the 
lack of currency to transact the active 
business exchanges of the country. This 
lack can be met in one of three ways. 
Business may be diminished, which no 
one wishes. Gold may be imported, 
which will depend on exports and on the 
rates for money here. Or the issues of 
the banks may be augmented, which 
cannot be done without an increase in 
those bonds that can be used as security 
for notes. It is this increase that the 
Secretary seeks to afford. Incidentally, 
a certain amount of money will be re- 
leased in the process of exthange, but 
it will not amount to a great deal, and 
it will be so gradual that no decided 
effect from it is expected. 

Doubtiess this is a clumsy and unsat- 
isfactory manner of giving adaptability 
to our currency, especially when it is 
remembered that the withdrawal of cur- 
rency no longer needed is prohibited by 
law save under arbitrary conditions. 
But it is the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to do the best he can with 
the system as it exists, and this he 
clearly is doing.

SEVENTH AVENUE FOR RAPID TRAN 
SIT. 

A glance at the map of the. Rapid 
Transit Commission, or at any street 
map of the city, will show that the 
Broadway extension of the underground 
road southerly from Forty-second 
Street would, for a considerable part of 
its length, run substantially parallel to 
the subway already under construction. 
The objection must at once occur to any 
observant mind that the plan of con- 
structing a subway under Broadway 
would not accomplish the best geograph- 
ical distribution ef the facilities of rapid 
transit. Were that line built as project- 
ed by the commission, we should have 
an east side line and a central line, 
leaving the lower west side of the city 
wholly without new rapid transit facil- 
ities. But there is an immense passen- 
ger traffic on the existing lines of sur- 
face and elevated railways on the west 
side. Evidently there is a demand to 
be met which would not be met by a 
Broadway underground road. Technical 
railroad men recognize the validity of 
the principle that in constructing new 
lines regard should be had for the es- 
tablished habits of the public. A very 
great part of the public has acquired 
the fixed habit of using west side lines 


in its daily journeys up and down town. 


It would seem, therefore, that, even if 
this were the only consideration, the 
Rapid Transit Commission would be well 
advised if it should seek out some thor- 
oughfare on the west side under which 
the subway might be built. 

But this is not the only consideration. 
Broadway is, contrary to the implica- 
tion of its name, a narrow street. It 
is for a great part of its length only 
sixty-six feet wide, and in other por- 
tions seventy-five feet. Some of the 
earlier rapid transit projects contem- 
plated a four-track road under Broad- 
way. There is probably just room for 
four tracks, but not room for the neces- 


| sary stations. The commission's plans 


provide for but two tracks. This con- 
stitutes a most serious objection to the 
‘Broadway route, since it involves the 
abandonment of express service. Now 
express service is going to be one of the 
chief advantages of the underground 
road. “To Harlem in fifteen minutes ”"’ 
has been the rallying cry of friends of 
underground irapid transit in the long 
fight against all manner of obstruction. 
A two-track road under Broadway, with 
accommodations only for way trains, 
would never be able to carry a.passen- 
ger to Hariem in fifteen minutes. There 
is, therefore, this second and serious 
objection to a rapid trafisit line under 
this central thoroughfare. * 

A third objection is the Immense loss 
and cost involved in a prolonged tearing 
up of the surface of this chief business 
street of New York. Thé disturbance to 
trade and to the people of the city in 
their daily goings and comings would be 
appalling. The discomfort and loss due 
to the work now going on have been 
patiently endured. There would be much 
greater discomfort and loss in the case 
of Broadway, a street which is used by 
so large a part of the population all day 
long, and through a great part of the 
night. 

These objections, one by one, and all 
of them, disappear if we substitute Sev- 


of the southerly extension from Forty- 
second Street. The subway now ap- 
proaching completion turns out of Sev- 
enth Avenue at Forty-second Street and 
passes east to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, where it makes another turn south 
under Park Avenue. In order to ac- 
commodate the immense passenger traf- 
fic of the west side it would be neces- 
sary merely to continue the line straight 
down Seventh Avenue as far, perhaps, 


to Fifth Avenue, and down Fifth Ave- 
nue and West Broadway to the Battery. 
The stations of the: line would then re- 
celve the vast number of passengers 
from the dry-goods district below 
Bleecker Street and from the. office- 
building district and the financial centre 
below Chambers Street, and their line of 
travel homeward at night would be 
nearly direct, without curves or turn- 
ings, through the district ‘west of Cen- 
tral Park and onward to Harlem, The 
Sixth Avenue shopping district would be 
but a block away. Moreover, the cars 
of a Seventh Avenue subway would 
deliver passengers directly at the doors 
of the great station of the Pennsylvania

ness street now much less important 
than Broadway, the disturbance and dise- 
comfort during the period of construc- 
tion would be far less than along the 
route now planned under Broadway. in 
fact, a large part of the city’s population 
would be quite unaware that the work 
was going on. It is worth thinking of, 
also, that an underground road would 
tend to build up Seventh Avenue, to give 
the city another great business thor- 
oughfare, and add to its wealth and as- 
séssable valuation. Of course, no road 
under Broadway ¢ould give to that 
great avenue of trade an impylse at all 
to be compared with the effect upon 
business and property along Seventh 
Avenue of a four-track road underneath 
its surface running way and express 
trains. | 

The objections to a Broadway under- 
ground road, and the somewhat weighty 
reasons which are urged by property 
owners and representative west siders 


in favor of the Seventh Avenue route, 


will, of course, be candidly and care- 
fully considered by the Rapid Transit 
Commission. 


ROCK EXCAVATION IN CITIES. 

In view of the many miles of deep ex- 
cayation which must be made in carrying 
out the extensive schemes of local im- 
provement now decided upon and in 


‘part arranged for, immediate considera- 


tion should be given to the subject of 
rock disintegration by methods less de- 
structive of property and more -onserv- 
ative of human,life than blasting with 
high explosives. Obviously, the cheapest 
and simplest way of disrupting rock is 
by the most energetic blasting powders 
obtainable. It is a question, however, 
whether the use of high explosives should 
ever be permitted in cities, where they 
cannot fail to accomplish a great deai of 
work not desirable to be done. As the 
rule, our buildings are not constructed 
with a view to resisting seismic shocks, 
or their equivalent. A biast is a minia- 
ture earthquake, expending only a part 
of its energy upon the rock to be disin- 
tegrated and exerting its power equally 
in all directions. We have no doubt 
that the blasting operations in connec- 
tion with the sections of the rapid tran- 
sit subway thus far built have been con- 
ducted as carefully as possible, and with 
as much consideration for the responsi- 
bilities of the contractors as can be ex- 
pected of foremen who are required to 
make a showing of results for every unit 
of labor and every pound of explosives 
expended, It must be conceded, however, 
that a vast aggregate of small damage 
has been done to private property by 
continuous and heavy blasting, espe- 
cially in sections of Manhattan where 
the gneiss is what the rock men call 
“rotten,” and in which a blast behaves 
often unexpectedly in detaching large 
fragments and hurling them great dis- 
tances, Besides the actual and measura- 
ble damage, the shocks of continuous 
blasting are destructive of the nervous 
systems of many, especially timid wo- 
men, sick persons, and young children. 
It is not be expected that contractors 
or their servants will attach much im- 
portance to this phase of the matter, 
but it is of sufficient consequence. to 
merit consideration. 

New York is of such geological farma- 
tion that subterranean operations can- 
not be pushed far in any direction with- 
out encountering rock, much of which 
differs from granite only in structure. 
The materials of granite are crystallized 
promiscuously, while in gneiss the same 
materials are segregated in layers. Blast- 
ing in gneiss is sometimes very easy, 
but more often very difficult. If it is 
the only way in which this rock may be 
excavated with practicable economy we 
shall probably have to put up with the 
vast inconvenience of blasting; but the 
people of New York have a right to 
know on better authority than that of 
contractors whether it is the only way, 
or, indeed, the best way of urban excava- 
tion. The subject should be referred to 
a competent and disinterested commis- 
sion of experts to investigate. A hun- 
dred thousand dollars for experimenta- 
tion would be repaid in the economies of 
each mile of subway excayated without 
the use of explosives—not in saving to 
the contractor, perhaps, but in the con- 
servation of foundations, brick and 
stone walls, ceilings, bric-A-brac, human 
nerves, and lives. If all the underground 
work now in sight must be done by 
heavy blasting, by the time it is finished 
New York, if not a picturesque ruin, 
will at least have lost some of the disa- 
greeable “newness” of appearance 
which aesthetic visitors, having Venice 
in mind, complain. of.

PERLE. In no respect is the picture over- 
drawn, either in its incidents or its con- 
trasts. It does the records of Commis- 
sioners Murray and SmxTron, who cov- 
ered the four years of Mayor VAN 
Wrcx’s administration, no injustice.

Equally it deals justly with the admin- 
istration of Dr. Leprariz, which is in 
the highest degree creditable.

This could 
be said much more truthfully of Com- 
missioner LepERL&’s work, for the rea- 
soh that he has larger opportunities and 
a much better understanding of the 
work or the department from long con- 
nection with it in a subordinate capac- 
ity. He took charge with full knowledge 
of its work, its personnel, its corrup- 
tion, and its opportunities for usefulness. 
What he has accomplished is not at all 
marvelous. It ig exactly that which any 
conscientious man, with the natural and 
acquired qualifications, would have done 
in this position, and none the less cred- 
itable for that reason. He promptly dis- 
missed 157 employés of the department 
who were useless, incompetent, or worse. 
Hie reforms in the personnel of the de- 
partment were vigorous and intelligent, 
and they sent an electric thrill through 
the whole sérvice—except possibly 
through the sluggish pulses of function- 
aries who had become habituated to per- 
functory performance of duty and could 
net understand what it meant to be in- 
telligently sealous. He reformed the 
purchase of supplies, with results imdi- 
cated by the following comparisons,

A “LESSON IN. DISCRETION. 

When an Admiral of the United States. 
Navy feels an impulge to express an 
opinion as to the ability of our fleet to 
wipe the German navy off the face of 
the sea~or at least to do this with such 
part of that navy as could be sent to 
American waters—he would do well to 
seek the seclusion of an inside room, 
lock the door, stuff the keyhole with cot- 
ton, and then—say nothing. 

His Imperial Majesty of Germany is a 
bit sensitive on the subject of the naval 
armament of his empire, and is not 
likely to derive any useful suggestions 
from what an American naval officer, 
even Dewey, might say on this subject. 
Moreover, remarks intended for domes- 
tic consumption exclusively are likely to 
find their way abroad and reach Berlin

The committee of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation has spared neither time nor 
effort in seeking to understand the bill, 
and after numerous careful readings, fails 
to find any warrant for the statements cf 
Judge Wood and of Mr. Landreth. The 
committee still believes that the bill gives 
unlimited and uncontrolled power to the 
ecmmission to contract debt. 

The Supreme Court comes jnto the bill

plished within three years if funds are pro- 
vided. The committee, which consists of 


P. Peters and J. Roosevelt Roosevelt, 
Charles F. Hoffman, and William H. Burr, 
is able this Summer to set up the eight pil- 
lars, which cost $20,000 each. 

These pillars were to have been mono- 
liths, but that being found impossible, they 
are to be in two pieces. They are of pol- 
ished gray granite, and stand around the 
apse. So large are they that they must be 
taken inside and set up before the exterior 
walls of the choir are built. Workmen are 
now cutting stone for these walls. 

The pillars being in place, the next step 
will be the erection of three more arches, 
precisely like the one great arch now so 
prominent. These four arches will com- 
plete the square or crossing, but there will 
remain to be built the two transepts and 
the six chapels. The transepts extend north 
and south from the arches, but the chapels 
flank the sides of the choir. One of these 
chapels, the Belmont Memorial, is about 
completed, 

The committee's statement of its plans is 
as follows: 

* The-Building Committee of the Board 
of Trustees of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, with the ap —* of their col- 
leagues on the board, re to make known 
to the public the facts of the situation as it 
stands at present; to state in a few words 
what they would ‘like to do, and to ask for 
the money with which to do it. 

** It is. estimated that $500,000 would com- 

lete’ the choir. But since the choir, if fin- 

hed, would only accommodate a compara- 
tively small number of worshippers, it is, 
in. the judgment of the committee, ‘highly 
desirable that, in addition to the great 
stone arch now standing, there _— d be 
built the three similar ones needed to in- 
close the ‘crossing.’ Were the ground 
thus bounded to be temporarily roofed over 
and walled in, we should awa an interior 
capable of accommodating from four to 
five thousand worshippers,. an amount of 
floor space likely to meet the needs of the 
cathedral for fifteen or twenty years to 
come. 

“ The interest now shown in the services 
held in the crypt warrants the belief that 
even so large an area as that indicated 
would be not at all too large. To carry out 
Sone 350.006 would involve an expenditure of 

over and above the , re- 
poe for * completion of the choir—a 
total of $750. . Toward this sum we al- 
ready have in hand $100,000, with the 
promise of another $100,000 when thé 
amount needed for the completion of the 
choir shall have been secured.
